A method of program control of tension, with respect 
to a tension reel for which constant tension control is 
performed in winding a strip of a relatively- thick annealed 
plate by a Ward-Leonard device or a static Leonard device, 
the method comprising; winding said tension reel with small 
tension at a very early stage of winding; winding said 
tension reel with the tension gradually increased; and 
thereafter winding said tension reel with constant tension* 
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
